Most experts would 
name Johan Cruyff as the 
greatest individual player 
of the 1970s but there can 
be little doubt that Becken- 
bauer was the most in- 
fluential for it was he who 
revolutionised the role of 
sweeper or libero, now an 
integral facet of the 
modern game. 

Franz Anton Becken- 
bauer was born in Munich 
on September 11, 1945. 
Ironically he first created 
an impression as a centre 
forward, scoring 100 goals 









in one season of schoolboy 
football. 

His major ambition was 
to play for TSV Munich 
1860, the city’s most popu- 
lar club, and actually 
turned out for its school- 
boys team. However all 
injury sustained in a youth 
match against.a TSV selec- 
tion caused him to switch 
allegiance to arch rival 
Bayern. 

Unfashionable Bayern 
therefore obtained the 17-year- 
old’s much-sought-after sign- 
ature, 

At that time West Germany 
did not have a national league, 
only several regional com- 
petitions. The Bavarian one 
rated among the weakest. 

Even performing in this 
backwater, Beckenbauer 
earned attention beyond his 


“own region and addeed three 


youth international caps to 
those already won at school- 
boy level. 

Bayern’s failure to qualify 
for the inaugural Bundesliga 
championship of 1963 was an 
early, rare, disappointment, 
but the bandwagons of both 
Bayern and Beckenbauer were 
gaining momentum, 


The club won a place in West 
German domestic soccer’s 
showcase in 1965 and the rising 
star won selection for his coun- 
try’s senior international team 
and played magnificently

The securing of these five 
players coud] just about end 
City’s problems but, like most 
PSL clubs, it is in financial 
strife and its budget could not 
accommodate mass signings. 

But where did City go wrong 
in 1982? 

Many cynics have blamed 
deposed coach Bob D’Ottavi 
tor the club’s demise but it 
would be unfair to heap all the 
blame on him. 

D’Ottavi’s biggest problem 
in the nine games he con- 
trolled the team this year was 
that he could not motivate his 
men. 

It was. no surprise when, 
after City collected only five 
points in the first nine match- 
es, D'Ottavi left the club. 

He left behind him a trail of 
allegations about people ob- 
structing him during his stint 
with the club. 

John Perin, the man D’Ot- 
tavi dropped because of lack of 
match fitness, took over, and 
although his team lost to Pre- 
ston Makedonia in his first 
match, he collected five points 
in the following three games. 

Perin had every reason to be 
proud of this because he had 
inherited a team drained of 
confidence and sadly under 
prepared for the rigors of a 
tough PSL season. 

However, despite this fine 
start under Perin’s guidance, 
City could not perform con- 
sistently 

It failed to win vital games 
at home, although the club 
remains unbeaten at Olympic 
Sports Field since Perin took 
over. 

Part of the problem was the 
loss of the star forward David 
Mitchell who joined Sydney 
City after the ninth round. 

When Mitchell clicked, and 
that was often, City looked un- 
beatable. 

_That was perlectty illus- 
trated against St George in the 
sixth round when he single 
handedly tore it apart, scoring 
two brilliant goals in a 3-0 win.

What promise does 1983 and beyond hold for us? 

The job is not an easy one, as the slightest trace of criticism, 
constructive or otherwise, elicits disdainful and even con- 
temptuous reactions from officialdom. 

Praise, on the other hand — and there are things which are 
worth praising — is accepted as just due, without any reflection 
on the fact that there is so little of it about.

Phillips League, is the highlight of the 1982 season, y 

From among the many “young lions’’ who have burst into 
prominence, I would single out Jim Patikas of Sydney City. 

A star in the making if ever I have seen one, adding toughness 
to his previous triats of skill and fitness. 

He is bound to develop into one of Australian soccer's out- 
standing players. 

I would worry about the effect that all the praise heaped upon 
him by the media and others is likely to have, if he was playing 
with a different club. 





In Eddie Thomson's camp, however, there seems to be an 
understanding and knowledge of the best ways of keeping young 
starlets’ feet firmly planted on the ground, 

Maybe it’s the knowledge that even a momentary lapse in can 
result in one’s instant replacement in the starting line-up by one 
of several highly talented ‘‘reserves’’. 

On the minus side, it is a crying shame that many of the loudly 
praised players in the young Socceroo side which did so well in the 
World Youth Cup have sunk back into grey obscurity. 

anothe magnificent promotional opportunity gone to complete 
waste, 

Many of the players in our top competitions have a good helping 
of God given talent. Most of them are fit footballing specimens, 
but precious few are in the category of entertaining personalities, 

If there was a Personality of the Year Award, we would be 
scratching to find nominees, not to mention a winner. 

As our much revered elder statesman of Australian socer 
coaching, Uncle Joe Viasits, confided in me last weekend: 

“Today's players, here and overseas, are fitter and faster than 
those of the golden fifties. 

“This, unfortunately, does not mean that the football served up 
to spectators is better.” : 

How very true, 

Local and overseas trends are developing footballing athletes, 
if you like, with much of the dazzling artistry which made the 
sport the world’s top spectator entertainment, sadly missing. 

Whereas the Didis, Garrinchas, Kopas, Puskases and Di Ste- 
fanos used to pull in the crowds by dint of sheer artistry, no- 
van stadia are filled by means of chauvinism and club fanat- 
icism. 

In Australia, where neither of those two rather unsavoury 
traits is in much evidence, the crowds are falling away. 

There is a glimmer of hope on the horizon. 

That hope of the World Cup was personified by Brazil, France 
and the likes of Cameroon and Algeria, as well as the Italians in 
the latter rounds. 





Free flowing artistry is starting to make a comeback. 

Whether it will regain pre-eminence is a vital question, more so 
in Australia than in major soccer nations, 

Sydney City must be the team of the year, even though two 
lapses of concentration meant that it missed out on Philips Cup 
and Top Four honors. 

As for the Philips Cup, well, ho hum, who cares? 

It is meanlingless farce of a contest, always was and looks like 
it always will remain so. 

The Top Four is a different matter altogether. 

Without taking anything away from St George Budapest, who 
looked the winner all the way in the Grand Final, even allowing 
for the dubious refereeing decisions in its favour, one must ques- 
tion once again the reason for this tournament/competition/cup 
series (strike out whichever doesn’t grab your fancy). 

It is an on and off affair; one year it is held because its the 
“Aussie tradition’, the next it’s wiped because it is not a ‘’soccer 
tradition’’. 

My humble opinion is that before any competition is initiated 
its purpose must be clearly defined. 

In its present format the Top Four tournament serves only to 
take the gloss off the winner of the championship, the first team 
Past the post in the home and away season. 

So much for a brief summary of the season just ended. Next 
week I will try to come to grips with the problems which seem to

All but one of the 
world’s great soccer 
clubs achieved their 
status only after 
many decades in 
which folklore linked 
the team with its 
supporters. 


Juventus, Manchester 
United, Real Madrid, 
Flamengo, River Plate 
and their elite ilk have 
been the source of joy, 
sorrow and all emotions in 
between, not only for their 
supporters, but also the 
fathers of their supporters 
and the grandfathers of 
their supporters. 

Remarkably then, Cosmos 
have gained their standing in 
world soccer within 11 short 
years. 

The Cosmos were formed on 
shaky foundations. During the 
first two years of the North 
American Soccer League’s 
existence (1967 and 1968), New 
York was represented by the 
New York Generals. 

The Generals did little of 
note and are remembered 
today primarily for giving 
Cesar Luis Menotti a stage 
upon which to complete his 
playing career. 

After Generals sounded 
their last post, North Amer- 
ica’s largest city was not in- 
cluded in the NASL for two 
seasons. 

This anomaly ended with the 
formation of the Cosmos who 
became champions in only 
their second year. That 
success however was due 
more to the low overall stan- 
dard of the Jeague rather than 
Cosmos’ brilliance. 

Attendances were low, a 
fact that surprised NASL offi-

A 44,000 crowd had watched 
Santos meet Internazionale 
Milan in a 1966 exhibition 
game. 

New York crowds were 
eager to watch teams and 
players of genuine quality but 
Cosmos provided neither; con- 
sequently few fans bothered 
journeying to their antiquated 
and isolated Downing Sta- 
dium. 

The “Big Apple’’, with its 
vast population, obviously had 
potential as a soccer centre, if 
some organisation was willing 
to supply the vast amounts of 
money required to recruit 
players capable of capturing 
New Yorkers’ imagination. 


That organisation was to be 
the Warner Brothers Com- 
munications empire, which 
bought control of the Cosmos 
in 1975. 

If a big name was needed 


Professor Julio Mazzei, who has served the Cosmos In a variety of 
positions since accompanying the great Pele to the U.S. in 1975, ac- 
cepted the position of Head Coach of the club on an interim basis at a 


crowded press conference in 1981. 


On June 12, 1979, Professor Mazzei was named Technical Director of 
the Cosmos, replacing Head Coach Eddie Firmant. He guided the club 
through the remainder of 6 1979 season that saw the Cosmos establish 
an all-time N.A.S.L. record for standings points (216), before losing out 
In shootout of a 34 hour playoff marathon to Vancouver in the Confer- 
ence Final. Mazzel took the ‘team on a successful world tour, and then, 
after Hennes Weisweller was hired In January, 1980; continued on 
through training camp and the season’s first five games until Weisweiler 
arrived in early May. Ouring Mazzei’s tenure, the Cosmos posted an 
overall record of 32-15-5, including an 11-7-5 mark in international 
games and a 21-8 mark In N.A.S.L. play. 

Pale’s long-time friend and advisor, Professor Massel has been In- 
volved in professional soccer for 20 years as a coach, lecturer, and phy- 
sical education specialist. He came to the United States with Pele In 
1975 when the now-retired star joined the Cosmos. Professor Mazzel 
broke into pro soccer In 1962 with the Palmeiras Ciub of Sao Paulo. In 
1965 he moved to the famed Santos Club of Brazil, where he began his 
association with Pele. The Professor, who also worked with the Brazilian 
National Team, and Pale have conducted soccer clinics for coaches and 


children In 64 countries, 


The author of nine books on physical education, Professor Mazzet has 
also consulted on several instructional soccer films. He received his 
Bachelor's Degree from the University of Sao Paulo and his Masters 
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why not the biggest name of 
them all? 

Thus Pele was lured out of a 
seven-month long retirement 
by $7,200,000, a private plane 
and a yacht. 

Americans, who could not 
distinguish between a goalkee- 
per and linesman, knew all 
about Pele and the freeways to 
little Downing Stadium 
became blocked on every 
match night. 

The ‘‘Black Pearl’’ did not 
disappoint his new devotees. 
Despite being 36 years-old, he 
displayed all the electric art- 
istry that has earned him the 
title of the greatest of them 
all. 

Pele and Franz Becken- 
bauer, who joined in 1977, gave 
the Cosmos and the NASL 
creditability in the soccer 
world. No longer were they re- 
garded as a bunch of has-beens 
and naive novices, just out of 
college, playing a deviatory 
brand of soccer better suited 
to a circus top than football 
stadium, 

Since that time Cosmos fans 
have become accustomed to 
seeing stars before their eyes 
as a succession of ultra-talent- 
ed individuals joined the New 
York club’s playing staff, or as 
the Americans prefer to call it 
— roster. 

Carlos Alberto, Giuseppe 
Wilson, Vladislav Bogicevic, 
Dennis Tueart, Francisco Ma- 
rinho, Giorgio Chinaglia, 
Francois Van der Elst, Rob- 
erto Cabanas, Julio Cesar 
Romero, Johan Neeskens, 
Wim Rijsbergen and Ivan 
Buljan all have graced the 
Cosmos’ uniform in recent 


years. 

Now domiciled in the glo- 
rious Giants Stadium in New 
Jersey, Cosmos still regularly 
draw 70,000 plus crowds, even 
though the euphoria of the 
Pele-Beckenbauer days has 
subsided a little. 


Perhaps the time is ripe for 
the introduction of a new me- 
gastar. Rumors persist that he 
will be Zico. 


For the past six years 
Cosmos have dominated the 
NASL. Only the complex play- 
off system has restricted them

during a crucial World Cup 
qualifying win in Stockholm. 

The 1965-66 campaign was a 
momentus one as Bayern 
made its Bundesliga debut and 
finished a highly creditable 
third. It also won the West 
German Cup. 

At the end of this highly suc- 
cessful domestic season, Beck- 
enbauer faced his first major 
international challenge — the 
World Cup. 

He capped a brilliant open- 
ing display against Switzer- 
land with an exhilarating solo 
goal. 

Operating in midfield, the 
young Bavarian was a revela- 
tion with his probing passes 

and forceful runs. 

West Germany swept all 
before it on the way to meeting 
host England in the final. 

The clash between Becken- 
bauer and Bobby Charlton in 
the centre of the park was ex- 
pected to be the game’s deci- 
ding factor. Instead the two 
Superstars effectively ca- 
ncelled each other out and it 
was the youthful, com- 
paratively unrated Alan Ball 
who tipped midfield superior- 
ity towards England. 

Despite the loss, Becken- 
baur could reflect satisfac- 
torily upon the fact that he had 
established himself on the 
international football stage. 

He gained the 1966 West 
German Footballer of the 
Year award in recognition of 
his performances in the Mun- 
dial. This award was to adorn 
his mantlepiece for four of the 
next 10 years. 

Bayern marked its entry 
into European competition by 
reaching the final of the Cup, 
Winners’ Cup, where it op- 
posed Glasgow Rangers. With 
the game being played in 
Nuernberg the West Germans 
naturally were favorites. 

Astonishingly, it was 
Rangers who took the game by 
the scruff of the neck, only to 
find sweeper Beckenbauer, in 
immaculate form, able to 
stem the tide before Franz 
Roth claimed an extra-time 
winner. 

During this period of his 
career Beckenbaver was play- 
ing dual roles — sweeper for 
Bayern and midfielder for 
West Germany. In each he was 
supremely accomplished; his 
cool, almost arrogant, style 
earning him the nickname 
“Der Kaiser’. 

By the time the 1970 World 
Cup finals came around, he 
was acknowledged as one of 
football's great craftsmen. 
That status was enhanced in 
Mexico. 

A Beckenbauer goal sparked 
the revival which enabled 
Germany to overcome a two- 
goal deficit to beat England in 
the quarter finals. 

During an epic semi-final 
against Italy, he dislocated his 
shoulder and played on with 
his arm ina sling. 

The injury ruled him out of 
the play-off for third place, yet 
nobody deserved the bronze 
medal gained after Uruguay 
Hy been beaten 1-0 more than 


That West German com- 
bination formed the backbone 
of the outstanding team which 
contest the 1972 European 
Championship. 

One of the reinforcements, 
Guenther Netzer, orchestrated 
midfield, alllowing Becken- 
bauer the freedom to display 
the libero’s art at its best. | 

Lurking deep, he would 
move forward at will to add 
his weight in midfield or 
become an extra forward, yet 
always had the pace to recover 
without ever appearing to be in 
any haste. 

The Germands dominated 
that championship and their 
3-0 victory over the USSR in 
the final merely confirmed the 
obvious. 

On the European club scene, 
Bayern had to concede superi- 
ority to the Cruyff-inspired 
Ajax. The Dutchmen’s 5-2 vic- 
tory over Bayern in the 1972-73 
European Cup emphasised 
who were the continent's king- 


ns, 

When Cruyff moved to Bar- 
celona though, the Adidas- 
backed club was widely tipped 
as Ajax’s logical successor. So 
it was to be. 

It wasn’t easy though. 
Bayern grabbed an equaliser 
only in the last minute of the 
final against Athletico Madrid 
but made no mistake in the re- 
play, winning by an emphatic 
4-0 


There was little time to 
celebrate, for less than a 
month later the World Cup 
Finals started and Becken- 
bauer-captain of club and 
country was one of seven 
Munich players in the squad of 
West Germany favorite to 
capture the trophy on its own 
turf. 

Despite some brilliant foot- 
ball by Holland, it was Becken- 
bauer who held the famous 
gold statuette aloft in the 
Munich Olymerc Stadium on 
July 7, 1974 — the ultimate 
moment of any footballer’s ca- 
reer. 

Further honors were to 
follow with almost ridiculous 
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550,00 
at Hamburg 





frequency. Bayern completed 
4 hat-trick of European Cup 
triumphs and added the World 
Club Cup to its trophy room 
when beating Brazil's Cruzeiro 
in 1976. 

During the same year Beck- 
enbauer received his second 
European Footballer of the 
Year award (the first was in 
1972), It is a tribute to his re- 
markable consistency that be- 
tween 1986 and 1976. he only 
twice finished outside the 
poll’s top five. 

The one blight on an other- 
wise unblemished run of 
success was Germany's defeat 
by Czechoslovakia in the final 
of the 1976 European 
Championship — this in Der 
Kaiser's 100th international! 


It appeared inevitable that 
Beckenbauer would break 
Bobby Moore's world record of 
108 international appearances 
when he was sensationally 
transferred to Cosmos in 
April, 1977. . . 


Problems with the taxman, 
plus a series of allegations in 
the German gutter press about 
the private lives of Becken- 
bauer and his wife contrived to 
convince him that a spell over- 
seas would be desirable, par- 
ticularly as the New Yorkers 
offered a contract believed to 
be worth four million dollars! 


Unfortunately the transfer 
was not completed without 
trauma. Representing Bayer 
during negotiations was the 
club’s general manager 
Robert Schwan, who also was 
Beckenbauer’s business agent. 


Upon hearing that Schwan 
had agreed to a $1,400,000 fee, 
Munich president Wilhelm 
Neudecker immediately dis- 
missed him, 


It was asad way for Becken- 
bauer to end an association 
with a club he had served with 
great distinction for 15 years.

As well as the internatiohal 
honors, Bayern had gained 
four West German league 
titles and four West German 
-Cup wins. 


The move effectively ended 
his international career at 103 
caps. There was a campaign to 
tae him back for the 1978 
World Cup, but national team 
coach Helmut Schoen decided 
this was impractical — a deci- 
sion he later was to regret in 
the ight of West Germany’s 
undistinguished performance 
in Argentina. 


With Cosmos Beckenbauer 
won all available to him three 
Soccer Bowl ‘titles and the ac- 
colade of the NASL’s Most 
Valuable Player in his initial 
season. 


Today he reflects that four 
seasons in America did little to 
improve his football but was 
invaluable as a developer of 
his character. 


The challenge of a new envi- 
ronment, new language and 
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4 million Cosmos contract, 





being in a city where he was 
not instantly recognised and 
idolised helped him mature as 
a person. 


After four years though 
Beckenbauer decided the time 
was ripe to return to West 
Germany, joining Hamburg 
SV which was managed by his 
old friend Netzer. 


Hamburg’s sponsors BP and 
Adidas guaranteed $550,000 in 
Wages and bonuses a year. 
They must have felt thelr in- 
vestment worthwhile as the 
reliable veteran provided the 
foundation for Hamburg’s 
Bundesliga title. 


Alas, IFK Gothenburg 
thwarted him from gaining the 
one honor that has remained 
elusive — a UEFA Cup win- 
ners’ medal. He was however 
happy to make the 1981-82 
season his swansong, 


The West German feder- 
ation acknowledged apprecia- 
tion for services rendered by 
arranging a benefit game that 
is reputed to have netted the 
former national captain 


Further financial rewards 
will follow as Beckenbauer 
takes hiw bow to the world ac- 
companying the Cosmos. 


Few would begrudge them 
to one of the game's living leg- 
ends, who will start a new 
career as sports journalist on 
his return home.

WAS MARTIN OFFSIDE 
IN THE GRAND FINAL? 
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It’s difficult to accept, without a grain of 
salt, much of the criticism levelled at refer- 
ees. True, they do make mistakes; at times 


they have off days. 


But what lifts them above most others in 
soccer is that they know the rules... 


Last Sunday week’s PSL 
grand final was a perfect 
example. If some rabid 
fans are unaware of the 
finer points of the rules, so 
what! If leading officials 
don’t know any better; let 
it be. When reporters for 
the popular Press are igno- 
rant of the rules, you can 
still shrug it off. But when 
international stars fall 
into the same category, 
the matter becomes se- 
rious. 


Well, what did happen in 
that grand final? 


St. George scored two 
goals described as 
“controversial’’ by report- 
ers and heatedly protested 
by Sydney City officials. 


The first one, after 1-0, 
was a penalty case. A 
cross ball inside the penal- 
ty box was going wide; Ted 
Macdougall chased it and 
Sydney City goalie Todd 
Clarke, dashing out of his 
goal, fouled him. 


The argument was not 
so much about the foul 
itself — but the fact that 
“Macdougall was not ina 
position to score.”’ That’s — 
true. But the rules of 
soccer know of no such 
term. 


An amazing number of 
people believe that a pen- 
alty can be given only if a 
player is fouled inside the 
box when he is in a scoring 
position. 


This, of course, is non- 
sense. A penalty can be 
given for a foul inside tac 
box even if the ball is 90 
metres away — as long as 


it’s in play. If a goalie is © 


mad enough to knock down 
an opponent in the box, 
well behind play — a pen- 





alty will be given even if 
the ball itself is at the 
other end of the field. 


So referee Tony Bosko-— 


vic, as usual, was correct 
in this instance. 


The second goal also 
caused some vehement ar- 
guments, 


St. George goalie Terry 
Greedy took a very long 
goal-kick; the ball sailed 
over the heads of the 
Sydney City defenders and 
found St. George striker 
Dez Marton lurking some 
six metres behind them, 
unattended. He took the 
ball under control and 
scored 


Former Socceroo ca- 
ptain Murray Barnes 
rushed to referee. Tony 
Boskovic claiming “‘offsi- 
de.”’ The entire Sydney 
City camp hurled abuse at 
the linesman for failing to 
signal. 


And next day the two 
.- morning newspapers 
added their bit by calling it 

~ an “offside goal.”’ 


The match was attended 
‘by the entire Socceroo 
team, before their depar- 
ture for Singapore. I 
wished them a happy trip 
arid, with some players, 
briefly discussed the 
match. 


Then, to my astonish- 
ment, two of our Socce- 
roos, “Tony Henderson and 
Gary Cole, also pointed out 
that the third goal was 
‘‘offside.’’ At first I 


thought they were joking 
but after a while I realised 
.that they simply don’t 
know the rules. 

And Tony Henderson is 
also a former Australian 
captain, currently heading 


the rules ; 
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Grand final referee 
Tony Boskovic 


a popular Tv ic same for 
youngsters, often explain- 
ing the rules of the 
game... 


I think it would be a good 
idea if, before the start of 
the 1983 season, referees 
visited all our senior clubs 
and explained to them 
some of the lesser known 
rules of soccer. 


Such as Law XI which 
clearly says: 


*“‘A player shall not be 
declared offside by the ref- 
eree if he receives the ball, 
direct, from a GOAL- 
KICK, corner kick, throw- 
in or when it has been 
dropped by the referee.” 


Where the confusion 
may come from is that 
many people, even star 
players, don’t know the 
difference between a goal- 
kick and a goalie’s clear- 
ance. 


You can be caught of- 
fside with the clearance — 
because the ball is in play 
— but not with a goal-kick. 


Personally, I am not 
convinced that this rule is 
entirely logical — but it is 
the Law and our two 
former Socceroo captains 
ought to know about it. 
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it is difficult at the best of 
times to select the best team 
possible — that is, at national 
level. It Is even harder at- 
tempting to select a side 
from the NSW State League. 

Firstly, an attempt was made 
to select a functional team 
which would be able to com- 
K mand respect if put on the pitch 
tomorrow. All lines in this side 
should be able to complement 
K each other. 

For example: three midfielders 
Yo, be able to cope with distinct 
duties . . . destroyer, playmaker, at- 
tacker. That system was employed 
in all positions, with our correspond- 
ents chipping in with their advice. 

Those who have picked the side in- 
clude all our correspondents from 
NSW sides, with Fred Parker (Au- 
burn), George Dick (Manly), John 
Giffin (Bankstown), George Streeter 
(Blacktown) and a number of 
coaches of State League teams, 
whose names are going to be kept 
secret in order to protect the Builty. 

Without further ado, let’s look at 
the best NSW State League side of 
the year: 


GOALKEEPER 


No. 1 STEVE WATSON 
(Croatia) 


Commendable effort. Ten goals 

conceded in 26 games is certainly the 
best ever effort by Watson in any 
competition he has participated in. 
His anticipation of the opponents’ 
moves was exemplary during the 
major semi-final battle between 
Croatia and Riverwood. 
' He came off his line in cat-like 
style to cut the angle before making 
a supreme effort, by either diving at 
‘forwards’ feet or exposing as much 
of his large frame as possible to stop 
the shot. He is never short of a word 
to guide his backline:to perfection. 


No. 2 ZIGGY KALINOWSKI 
(Poland) - 


Great keeper, tremendous anti- 
cipation, great reader of the game 
and the man who should be dubbed 
the ‘‘Saviour of Polonia in 1982’’. He 
conceded only 23 goals, while his 
team-mates scored only 19 (one of 
“which was scored by Kalinowski 
from the penalty spot). Nineteen is 
by the way the lowest number of 
goals scored by any side in this 
comp. for years and an indication of 
the value of Kalinowski to the side. 

There have been some tremendous 

performances by other keepers like

best record in the League with only 
22 goals against his name). The man 
they affectionately call ‘‘Lurch’’ has 
been much neglected in the NSW se- 
lections in the past. Peter Ahrens of 
Avala and Bruce James of Black- 
town also have been among the most 
notable.
